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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  of  the 
condition  of  your  schools  for  the  current  year. 
REGISTRATION 

There  have  been  registered  in  the  Grantham  Vil- 
lage school  thirty-one  pupils,  15  in  the  grades  five  to 
eight  inclusive  and  16  in  grades  one  to  four  inclusive. 
The  registration  in  the  North  Grantham  school  has 
been  small  but  slightly  larger  than  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year  in  June.  A  total  of  14  pupils  has  been 
registered  but  three  of  these  have  withdrawn.  The 
whole  registration  for  the  town  this  year  is  44,  a  small 
number  of  pupils  for  which  to  keep  open  three  schools. 
The  village  school  is  just  too  large  for  one  teacher  to 
handle  efficiently  and  yet  each  room  seems  remarkably 
small. 

TEACHERS 

Miss  Marjerie  Thompson,  a  graduate  of  Keene 
Normal  School,  replaced  Miss  Tuttle  at  the  North 
Grantham  school  and  is  apparently  giving  very  excel- 
lent satisfaction. 

Miss  Wilson  and  Miss  Baraw  were  retained  for 
their  second  year  on  account  of  their  having  main- 
tained a  good  grade  of  work  and  satisfactory  school 
conditions  during  the  year  1925-26. 

The  work  of  the  fall  term  in  the  village  schools 
progressed  admirably  both  in  learning  and  in  spirit 
until  November  5th  when  misfortune  befell  the  two 
teachers.  There  was  apparently  in  Grantham  very 
great  sympathy  for  the  teachers  inasmuch  as  everyone 
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with  whom  I  talked  seemed  to  feel  that  no  particular 
blame  was  attached  to  anyone  for  the  accident  but 
rather  that  it  was  a  thing  which  might  happen  to  any 
of  us.  The  schools,  of  course,  have  suffered  somewhat 
due  to  the  changes  of  teachers  for  a  period  of  four  or 
five  weeks  but  not  so  severely  as  the  imaginative 
person  might  think.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  secur- 
ing Miss  Mildred  Stevens,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth 
Normal  School  in  1921,  to  finish  the  year  in  the  ele- 
mentary grades. 

HEALTH  WORK 

It  seemed  best  to  put  the  health  work  of  the 
schools  under  the  direction  of  the  local  district  nurse, 
Lois  Witham,  R.  N.,  both  from  a  financial  standpoint 
and  from  the  fact  that  with  greater  proximity  there 
could  be  more  efficient  oversight  of  the  children's  wel- 
fare. 

I  h'ave  not  at  hand  the  report  of  the  physical 
examinations  but  the  appearance  of  the  children  and 
their  regular  attendance  testify  to  the  good  physical 
condition.  The  schools  have  been  free  from  epidemics 
of  any  sort  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  such  a  pan- 
ic arose,  when  one  child  was  doubtfully  afflicted  with  a 
communicable  disease,  that  it  was  necessary  to  close 
the  schools. 

FINANCIAL 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  school  district  are  in 
excellent  condition.  The  books  are  kept  by  the  Chair- 
man in  accord  with  the  directions  of  the  State  Tax 
Commission. 

Just  what  we  shall  receive  for  State  Aid  to  use 
for  schools  next  year  is  problematical  and  therefore  it 
is  not  wise  to  allow  in  our  budget  this  year  a  deduc- 
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tion  for  all  the  balance   that  will  probably  be  on  hand 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  June  30. 
CONCLUSION 

The  school  year  1925-26  closed  auspiciously  with 
the  eighth  grade  graduation  in  the  Community  Build- 
ing when  a  very  excellent  program  under  the  direction 
of  the  teachers  with  the,  assistance  of  the  Mandolin 
Club  from  Lebanon  was  carried  out.  Much  apprecia- 
tion was  expressed  by  the  citizens  for  the  spirit  of  the 
two  schools  and  things  bade  fair  for  continued  success. 

I  trust  that  those  people  who  may  be  disappointed 
temporarily  with  the  unfortunate  events  of  the  current 
year  will  withhold  judgment  on  the  actions  of  the 
School  Board,  teachers  and  Superintendent  until  suffi- 
cient opportunity  has  been  given  to  make  adjustments 
which  can  only  be  done  after  deliberation.  The  offi- 
cials of  the  schools  are  at  a  disadvantage  for  they 
have  to  act  without  knowing  the  future.  The  public 
has  the  advantage  in  that  they  can  criticise  freely 
after  the  future  is  known. 

Allow  me  in  conclusion  to  thank  the  School  Board, 
teachers,  pupils  and  citizens  for  their  very  great  coopo- 
ration.
